a. 07-28-22-065 Ordinance to Amend the Town of Cheswold 2022 Comprehensive Plan to
Allow or Re-Zoning of Parcels in the Central Delaware Business Park

Purpose: This Ordinance is in accordance with the Charter and the amendment of the current
2020 Comprehensive Plan of the Town of Cheswold and is intended to provide the commentary
for the Re-zoning of M-1 Industrial Parcels in the Central Delaware Business Park to current
applicable zoning codes of the Town’s Land Use Ordinance.

b. 07-28-22-066 Ordinance to Re-Zone Parcels in the Central Delaware Business Park
